12. (Currently Amended) The container as defined in claim 1 1[[ T ]] that 
further comprises a tray , wherein the carton, the tray and the pad are 
transversely bisected by a segmented cut line normal to each longitudinal edge 
such that the container may be separated into like first and second containers. 

13. (Currently Amended) The container as defined in claim 12, wherein 
the first and second containers each include one end panel from the pair of 
opposing end panels extending from a first end of the base panel and the other 
another end panel from the pair of opposing end panels is defined within the 
base panel having a hinge line adjacent a second end of the base panel such 
that the end panels move rotationally in the same direction from the first 
operative position to the second operative position.

This paper is responsive to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment 
mailed June 5, 2006, relating to the above-identified application. Claims 12 
and 13 were considered to be non-complaint because they included 
dependencies which had been changed from the original claims, but were not 
underlined and the original dependencies had not been deleted. Such 
improper dependencies, as alleged by the Examiner, were merely typographical 
errors by support staff as any other interpretation is non-sensical, as would be 
recognized by anyone.
